Duelling in Europe. 


Vienna'—Murder in Austria under the 


thin grossamer guise of "duelling" is in- 
creasing. The latest sensation of the 
kind happened one day last week. The 
details vv-ould be-ghastly if they were 
not so absolutely absurd. It is the old 
story of the student and the officer, anc 
shows that honor here is still more 
matter of swashbuckler smartness than 
of education and breeding. An officer 
a-nfl a student met in the street. The 
student was sure the soldier was mens- 
uring him with a look, and asked for an 
explanation. He got it in the true Ger- 
man fashion—a cufC on the ear. The 
cuff is the German equivalent for the 
Frenchman's slap with the g-'.ove. The 
student, having his wounded honor 
defend, returned the blow, how it was 
not known, but most likely with his 
stIcR.!5 It is not manly, but cowardly, 
herfe to 'use the fist. For such cases 
therepare rules prescribed which all 
soldiers with any sense of duty must 
act upon. The officer drew his sword 
and slashed his defenseless opponent. 
He would disgrace his uniform. If he 
did r.ot "mark his man," or even wom- 
an, as was the case not long ago, when 
a forsaken Gretchen, having presumed 
to accost her soldier betrayer in the 
street, had her face split open by his 
sword bayonet. The soldierly deed won 
the plaudits of the crowd, and the 
woman was actually put on her trial. 
As becomes professed cavaliers, 'the of- 
ficer and the student transferred the 
venue to the duelling field. Pistols 
were chosen, and the student received 
a bullet in the lungs which rolled him 
over dea.d. The affair will be the talk
